not one man in ten knows how to 
properly prune a f r u i t i n g tree; it is 


Iso to be regretted thai more fruit 


growers do not better understand that 
iropor pruning largely means yearly 
mining and not a general slaughter of 
he limbs and twigs every three or 
'our years. This general practice sini- 
ily means urging the tree to make a 
icavy growth of wood which i.s not 
leedcd. 
In priming, the experienced 


irchardist cuts but slightly the strong 
luibs, but wields his knife and shears 
vigorously on the light brandies and 
twigs 
growing on the inside and on 


the underside of the tree. This Is the 
general rule and most growers of ex- 
perience practice il w i t h 
all 
fruit 


trees, although In recent years expert

He participated in the famous affair of 
Camp Jackson in St. Louis, and later 
"was of invaluable assistance in saving 
Sr. Louis, and with it Missouri, to the 
Union cause. A little later he and his 
intrepid Germans performed such deeds 
of valor at the battles of Carthage and 
Wilson's Creek that the young leader's 
name became famous throughout the 
North, and for a German to say he "3t 
mit Sigel" was honor enough. 


The brave Gen. Lyon met his death 


at the latter battle, and Sigel conducted 
the retreat from a vastly superior force 
with such skill that he became the fa- 
vorite of his troops and was honored 
with their highest confidence. His suc- 
cesses in those trying days of Missouri 
•were recognized by his appointment as 
brigadier general of volunteers, and af- 
ter the battle of Pea Ridge in March.

eralship.

But Mr. Sperry"3 story of the bonding 


of the constructors of the Monitor, the 
fiscal act which was antecedent to the 
great military drama, is verv interest- 
ing. 


"I was a young fellow." said Mr. 


Sperry. "bur was full of patriotism and 
ardor for the success of the Union 
cause, and I guess that was why the 
projectors of the Monitor approached 
me to back the scheme with a bond 
for the successful building of the ves- 
sel. 


"John A. Griswoid. of Troy, at that 


time a member of Congress: Cornelius 
S. Bushneil. of New Haven, and a 
Western man named Winsiow were 
the builders. The vessel was designed 
by Ericsson, as is well known, but- 
these three men were to construct her. 
The Navy Department was skeptical of 
the practicability of Ericsson's Idea, 
and declined to advance the money un- 
less bond could be provided to secure 
the department against loss if ihe-plans 
should not work out successfully.

This is true—on paper—but in reality 
Abdul Hamid gives his sen-Ices for 
nothing, owing to the bankrupt con- 
dition of his country. About 39 a. week 
is the munificent salary of the king of 
Samoa. The Berlin general act of 1SS9 
brought iMs_onee powerful monarch 
face to face with poverty and settled 
the allowance mentioned upon him in 
lieu of the thousands he 
formerly 


played with. 
The most humiliating 


fact, however, is that his chief justice 
receives S6.000 and his president of 
council S5.000 a year, while his most 
insignificant subject has an income lit- 
tle below his own.—London Tit-Bits. 


NICKNAMES OF CITIES. 


Si-me o" Thoso in America Are Hotly 


Contested. 


For years Buffalo's claim to tlii 


name, queen city of the lakes, has beea 
hotly contested by Chicago, Detroit; 
Cleveland and even Duluth. but nt 
one could lay claim to the bison city, 
by which it has often been designated. 
It now adds another name to its list, 
which will probably not be disputed. 
The rainbow city, la deference to the 
exposition. Chicago during the period 
of the World's Fair was known as the 
White City, In acicnowledgnieat of the 
staff on its fair buildings, but the ti- 
tle did not survive the close of the 
fair, and it has reverted to its former 
name, garden city, although it is more 
frequently referred to as the windy 
city. St. Louis has, perhaps, the larg- 
est number of nicknames. It has been, 
called the iron city, the mound city, 
the beer city, the American Frankfort 
and the new Vienna. 
Years ago 


Rochester, N. Y., was entitled to the 
name Sour city, on account of its large 
flouring mills, but that industry has 
long since followed the cotirse of em- 
pire and gone west, and it can no 
longer claim that distinction. It is 
known, however, in these days as the 
flower city, on account of the large 
nurseries surrounding it. Syracuse is 
known as the salt city, although it 
is no longer the leader in that in- 
ductry. Plttsburg is the smoky city, 
and Cincinnati and Cleveland might 
lay claim to the same name. Among 
th,e names which have been longest 
associated with American cities are: 
Gotham for Xew York, baked bean 
city and the hub for Boston, Quaker 
city for Philadelphia, monumental city 
for Ba.timore, crescent city for Xew 
Orleans and city of the golden gate
